. THE TOWN OF LEVUKA. 

In ‘Levrnko there are threo churches. 
Church of England (Rev. Mr. Floyd), Roman 
Catholic, and'Wesleyan.’ The Catholic is a 
French Mission and the “ Pére.” has been a. 
resident in Fiji for many years and. is. res. 
pected by every one; there are'two.or. three’ 
other branches of this mission distributed 
amongst the Islands ; the. prieate: work very: 
hard building thair own boats, churches, and 
houses, Moat of the natives ‘profess metho- 
dim.

The 
insects and. reptiles in ve annoying.but 
“not dangerous, Mosquitoes are very plenti-| 
ful particularly where the land hi not been 
“cleared; small, ants are very. troublesome 
to the housekeopor, iavading sugar; jars, &<., 
inspite of all’ inventions, to keep than out, 
Cockroaches, particularly on board thevessels, 
areanothor nnixance; thoy almosttake ehirge, 
and if you ‘happen to sleep with your feet 
uncovered you: will find them attack your 
tocs. severely. _ Centipedes, although -not 
taortal-in their bife‘are, I consider, the worst 
class of reptile I met there; they ara-very 
munterous and raise a nasty Tninp oi -one. 
“The iguana, a species of greén lizard is found 
there, but J believo it is harmless, although } 
tho. natives‘are very much afraidof it, Snakes 
are occasionally seen; :and-they ore considered 
a delicacy by. the Fiji men. . Lind crabs are. 
very numerous, and ‘it’ is common to ese 
them running about inside and outside of 
houses. I saw an 6ld hand, who bad been 
paying too much attention to the gin bottle 
for several days, aud who was thon suffering 
from recovery, very -much ‘frightened by Aj 
large land crab. He woke up. and saw it 
approaching him; he immediately drew away 
from it, but the crab still sidled towards‘Iinm 
and some one else had to kick it away before |- 
his. alatm “subsided..: Drinking.-w
